N  accordance  with  Section  igo  of  the  Lunacy  Act,  the 
Visiting  Committee  hereby  present  a  Report  for  the 
past  year,  on  : — 

ist. — The  State  and  Condition  of  the  Asyhms.—  The  buildings 
at  both  Institutions  have  received  due  attention  and  all 
necessary  repairs.  A  small  addition  has  been  made  to  the 
Laundry  at  Angelton,  so  as  to  afford  better  provision  for 
drying  mattresses,  and  a  tender  was  accepted  in  June  for  the 
supply  of  new  drying  closets,  at  a  cost  ot  ;^55o,  the  drying 
being  done  by  a  current  of  fresh  air  drawn  by  a  fan  through 
steam  coils,  and  forced  into  the  closets.  As  this  work  is  not 
yet  quite  completed  it  would  be  premature  to  express  any 
opinion  as  to  its  efficiency. 

Considerable  trouble  has  been  caused  upon  several 
occasions  to  the  Asylums  by  the  failure  on  the  part  of  the 
Garw  Water  Co.  to  maintain  the  supply  by  reason  of 
accidents  occurring  to  their  mains,  and,  as  the  storage 
reservoir  at  Pare  Gwyllt  from  which  both  Asylums  are  fed 
can  only  hold  enough  for  three  days,  the  Committee  think 
that  some  more  land  should  be  purchased  adjoining  the 
reservoir,  and  a  reservoir  be  constructed  capable  of  holding  a 
fortnight's  supply.  In  the  event  of  fire  breaking  out  this 
would  also  be  valuable,  and  afford  a  greater  sense  of  security. 
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The  Committee  reported  to  the  Councils  in  April  last 
the  urgent  need  for  making  better  provision  for  the  extinction 
of  fire  at  both  Asylums,  but  regret  that  as  yet  no  funds  have 
been  placed  at  their  disposal  for  this  purpose. 

2nd. — As  to  the  s^ifficiency  of  the  Asylums  to  provide  the 
necessary  accommodation. — There  are  14  men  and  25  women  more 
to-day  than  there  were  a  year  ago.  Plans  have  been  pre- 
pared for  a  block  to  contain  145  beds  for  women,  and  in  view 
of  the  fact  that  the  demand  for  accommodation  for  males  is 
also  gradually  increasing,  and  that  by  the  time  the  Infirmary 
Ward  now  in  course  of  erection  is  ready  for  occupation,  there 
will  be  a  sufficient  number  of  patients  to  fill  it,  plans  have 
also  been  prepared  for  a  similar  block  to  hold  145  male 
patients  and  attendants.  The  whole  of  the  above  with  plans 
of  workshops  for  Artizans  are  now  ready,  and,  after  receiving 
the  approval  of  the  Commissioners  in  Lunacy  and  the  Home 
Secretary,  will  be  submitted  to  the  Councils  with  estimates 
for  carrying  out  the  same. 

2,rd. — As  to  the  Management  of  the  Asylums.  —  The  charge 
for  patients  during  the  year  has  been  at  the  rate  of  eight 
shillings  a  week,  as  compared  with  eight  shillings  and  nine- 
pence,  the  average  rate  in  other  County  Asylums,  but  it  will 
shortly  be  necessary  to  raise  this  rate,  as  the  balance  at 
the  disposal  of  the  Committee  has  become  too  small  to  meet 
the  various  claims  upon  it. 

The  Asylum  Clerk,  Mr.  William  Jenkins,  who  has  been 
in  office  upwards  of  28  years,  and  is  now  67  years  of  age, 
having  applied  for  superannuation,  has  to-day  been  voted  a 
pension  of  £60  a  year  subject  to  the  approval  of  the  Councils. 

Your  Committee  again  desire  to  express  their  entire 
satisfaction  with  the  manner  in  which  the  arduous  duties  in 
connection  with  the  two  Asylums  have  been  performed  by  the 
Medical  Superintendent,  Dr.  Pringle.  They  also  desire  to 
record  their  high  approval  of  the  manner  in  which  the  duties 
of  the  Assistant  Medical  Officers  at  Pare  Gwyllt  and  Angelton 
as  well  as  the  other  Officials  of  both  Institutions  have  been 
carried  out.

REPORT 

OF  THE 

Commissioners  in 


Lunacy. 


Glamorgan  County  Lunatic  Asylum, 

30th  September,  1892. 

We  find  overcrowding  in  this  Asylum,  and  are  therefore 
glad  to  report  that  the  Committee  have  under  consideration 
the  building  of  two  more  blocks,  part  of  the  original  plan  of 
the  Asylum  The  erection  of  the  Male  Infirmary  block  at 
Pare  Gwyllt  is  in  progress.  Delay  in  apportionment  of  the 
cost  of  its  erection  between  the  County  and  certain  Boroughs 
has  retarded  that  work  ;  but  the  foundations  of  the  block  have 
been  laid,  and  the  walls  have  reached  the  damp  course. 
There  is  pressure  for  accommodation  by  reason  of  the  large 
influx  of  labourers  into  the  County,  attracted  by  the  high 
wages  earned  in  some  districts,  many  of  whom  through  hard 
work,  and  excess  in  drink,  liecome  insane. 

Dr.  Pringle,  the  Medical  Superintendent,  has  had  a 
heavy  domestic  affliction,  and  has  also  been  ill,  but  is  at  his 
post  of  duty,  and  is  as  zealous  as  usual  in  the  discharge  of 
his  office.  He  has  three  assistants,  but  one  is  away  on  his 
holiday,  and  his  place  is  temporarily  filled  by  another 
qualified  medical  gentleman.  We  are  pleased  to  hear  that 
the  services  of  the  Medical  Staff  have  been  recognised  by  a 
rise  in  their  salaries. 

The  patients  have  risen  in  number  since  our  colleagues' 
visit  in  i8gi  from  953  to  1008,  the  inmates  of  the  male  wards 
being  503,  those  of  the  female  wards  505.  No  one  is  away  on 
leave.  Statutory  allowances  during  absence  would,  we 
believe,  facilitate  trials  in  certain  cases,  and  prove  to  be  an 
economy  of  the  public  money  in  the  end.    There  are  only 
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four  out  county  cases  here,  and  but  nine  private  patients. 
The  other  patients  are  995  paupers,  chargeable  to  the  County 
and  its  Unions  and  Parishes,  and  three  criminals. 

The  admissions  to  be  reported  are  446,  the  discharges 
211,  the  deaths  200,  the  recoveries  138.  The  mortality  for 
the  year  1891  was,  on  the  average  daily  number  resident,  in 
the  proportion  of  i4"37  per  cent,  for  both  sexes,  a  rate  con- 
siderably higher  than  has  been  usual  here  in  previous  3'ears, 
and  than  the  average  in  county  asylums.  This  appears  to 
have  been  partly  due  to  fatal  cases  of  influenza,  of  which 
there  were  18  in  1891.  During  the  19  months  since  the 
Commissioners'  last  visit,  46  deaths,  or  23  per  cent,  of  the 
total  number,  resulted  from  general  paralysis,  a  disease  which 
affects  many  patients  admitted  here.  The  causes  of  death 
were  verified  by  post  mortem  examination  in  145  instances. 
The  coroner  held  inquests  on  the  deaths  of  three  men  and 
one  woman.  One  of  these  men  died  from  pneumonia, 
accelerated  by  fracture  of  the  ribs.  The  other  two  men  and 
the  woman  died — as  did  all  the  other  patients,  with  the  single 
exception  referred  to — from  natural  causes,  the  men  suddenly 
of  syncope,  the  woman  from  exhaustion  after  melancholia, 
cellulitis,  and  pyaemia.  Full  particulars  of  the  deaths,  which 
were  followed  by  inquests,  were  duly  forwarded  to  our  office. 
There  have  been  one  case  of  scarlet  fever  and  two  of  typhoid 
fever,  from  which  the  patients  recovered.  Scarlet  fever  pre- 
vailed extensively  in  the  district  at  the  time.  One  of  the  typhoid 
cases  appeared  to  be  connected  with  a  defect  in  the  drainage 
(now  remedied)  of  the  building  which  the  patient  occupied. 
In  tlie  other  case  the  cause  of  the  fever  was  not  ascertained, 
but  the  woman  was  a  laundry  patient,  and  she  might  have 
drunk  river  water  from  a  washtub  tap. 

The  water  supply  of  this  Asylum  is  not  satisfactory.  We 
learn  that  owing  to  defective  arrangements  on  the  part  of  the 
Garw  Company,  and  the  omission  on  their  part  to  provide  a 
proper  storage  reservoir,  the  Asylum  has,  more  than  once, 
lacked  wholesome  water,  and  after  exhaustion  of  the  small 
Asylum  reservoir  at  Pare  Gwyllt  water  had  to  be  brought  for 
the  patients  at  Angelton  from  the  river — an  impure  and 
dangerous  source.  We  have  suggested  to  the  Medical 
Superintendent  that,  until  a  proper  storage  reservoir  has 
been  provided  by  the  company,  one  of  the  Asylum  tanks  now 
used  for  river  water  for  laundry  use  should  be  cleaned  out, 
and  kept  as  a  reserve  tank  for  drinking  water. 
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As  to  the  remarks  of  our  colleagues  at  the  last  inspection 
re<^arding  the  hydrants  and  hose,  we  find  that  the  Committee 
have  instructed  Messrs.  Hawksley  to  examine  and  report 
upon  the  hydrant  service  of  the  Asylum,  and  we  have  seen 
their  report,  which  will,  we  trust,  bear  early  and  good  fruit. 

During  our  inspection  the  patients  exhibited  little  excite- 
ment in  either  division  at  Angelton  or  Pare  Gwyllt.  We 
saw  the  dinner  of  to-day  and  yesterday.  The  patients  ex- 
pressed no  discontent  with  their  diet.  Water,  however,  is 
their  only  dinner  beverage.except  occasionally  some  get  milk 
at  that  meal. 

We  perceive  some  improvement  in  the  condition  of  their 
clothing.  The  bathing  is  weekly,  but  the  laundry  is  still  un- 
able to  turn  out  a  change  of  linen  during  the  week.  This 
defect  will,  we  trust,  be  remedied  when  the  drying  closets 
now  in  course  of  provision  are  at  work. 

We  found  the  bedding  in  very  good  order,  and  facilities 
for  cleaning  the  soiled  mattresses  are  about  to  be  provided 
bv  the  erection  of  rooms  to  be  appropriated  for  that  purpose 
in  connection  with  the  laundry. 

The  attendants  and  nurses  might  perhaps  do  more  in 
the  prevention  of  bad  habits  of  patients  when  putting  them 
to  bed. 

No  patient  was  in  seclusion  or  under  restraint  during 
our  presence  in  the  wards.  The  latter  treatment  is  only  once 
recorded.  The  subject  was  a  man  who  wore  a  "  polka  "  for 
17  hours,  for  surgical  reasons.  Eighteen  men  and  seven 
women  have,  according  to  the  records,  been  secluded— the 
former  on  a  total  of  82  occasions,  for  an  aggregate  of  413 
hours,  and  the  latter  on  15  occasions  for  in  all  46  hours. 

Some  addition  has  been  made  to  the  staff  of  attendants, 
to  enable  more  leave  of  absence  to  be  granted.  The  day 
staff"  at  Angelton  and  Pare  Gwyllt  now  consists  of  58  men 
and  48  women,  and  the  night  staff  of  seven  men  and  eight 
women.  Changes  are  still  frequent,  though  much  is  done  by 
the  Superintendent  to  add  to  the  comfort  of  both  sexes. 

The  employment  returns  tell  us  that  259  male  patients 
and  349  female  patients  are  working  more  or  less— that  is  to 
say  51  per  cent,  of  men,  69  per  cent,  of  women,  and  these 
figures  include  108  ward  cleaners  in  the  male,  and  92  women 
chiefly  so  employed. 
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Dr.  Pringle  explains  that  the  low  percentage  of  working 
men  is  due  to  their  having  been  workers  in  iron  only  to  a 
great  extent. 

In  the  wards  the  religious  literature  has  been  leavened 
with  secular,  but  Dr.  Pringle  complains  that  both  sexes  show 
much  disinclination  to  look  at  any  books  of  the  latter 
description.  The  desks  for  newspapers  which  have  been 
supplied  at  our  instance  have  been  found  useful. 

Divine  Service  is  held  twice  on  Sundays  at  Angclton, 
once  at  Pare  Gwyllt,  and  performed  both  in  English  and 
Welsh.  Very  few  of  the  patients  are  unable  to  understand 
and  speak  English. 

The  Chaplain  is  the  same  person  who  was  in  office  in 
1890.  The  congregations  last  Sunday  were  very  small,  onlj^ 
376  out  of  1,008  patients. 

Many  structural  improvements  have  been  carried  out 
since  last  visit.  The  papering,  painting,  and  decorating  of 
several  wards,  besides  the  trapping  and  ventilation  of  drains, 
and  the  introduction  of  Blackman's  fan  into  the  wash-house, 
are  improvements  to  be  noticed.  We  hope  that  asphalting 
the  paths  in  the  airing  courts  at  Pare  Gwyllt  will  not  be 
longer  delayed,  as  their  condition  now  affects  materially  the 
exercise  of  the  patients  after  wet  weather.

ANNUAL  REPORT 

OF  T>HE 

Medical  Superintendent. 


Gentlemen, 

I  have  the  honour  of  submitting  to  you  my  report  for  the 
year  just  finished,  and  of  laying  before  you  the  usual  table  oi 
Statistics. 

The  Admissions  of  the  year  have  again  been  numerous, 
amounting  to  147  Males  and  131  Females,  or  a  total  of  278. 
As  compared  with  the  previous  year  the  Males  show  a 
decrease  of  38,  and  the  Females  an  increase  of  8.  Although 
we  have  so  many  more  Males  admitted  than  Females  the  nett 
result  at  the  end  of  a  year  generally  shows  almost  an  equality 
of  the  sexes,  owing  to  the  greater  mortality  amoagst  the 
former  than  the  latter. 

The  quality  of  the  Admissions  as  regards  prospect  of 
recovery  has  been  very  bad»a  much  too  large  proportion 
consisting  of  cases  of  long  standing,  only  75  out  of  278  having 
a  duration  under  three  months,  and  a  history  of  several  years 
duration  was  obtained  in  a  great  many  of  the  cases.  Insanity 
is  often  such  an  insidious  disease  that  the  relatives  frequently 
fail  to  recognise  the  nature  of  the  malady  until  it  has  become 
confirmed  and  hopeless.  They  are  apt  to  set  down  the 
change  of  disposition,  character  and  conduct  to  wickedness 
and  not  to  disease,  more  especially  as  the  sufferer  may  be  all 
the  time  in  a  fair  condition  of  bodily  health,  and  able  to  carry 
on  his  or  her  occupation  as  formerly.  The  patient  has  thus 
not  infrequently  to  submit  to  bitter  reproaches  and  even 
actual  cruelty  before  it  begins  to  dawn  upon  the  friends  that 
they  are  acting  unjustly.  It  can  hardly  be  too  often  repeated 
that  early  treatment  is  of  the  most  vital  importance  in 
insanity,  and  that  the  chance  of  recovery  is  lessened  by  every 
week  of  delay. 

As  regards  the  causes  of  illness  in  the  Admissions,  54,  or 
one-filth  were  ascribed  directly  or  indirectly  to  alcoholic  in- 
temperance, whilst  in  147  or  more  than  one-half  a  history  of 
hereditary  predisposition  or  of  previous  attacks  was  obtained. 


Of  the  remaining  cases  various  physical  and  moral  causes, 
such  as  injuries,  domestic  troubles,  anxiety,  worry,  &c.,  were 
alleged  as  the  origin.  Only  two  cases  were  believed  to  be 
owing  to  religious  excitement,  although  this  is  popularly 
supposed  to  be  one  of  the  most  common  causes.  Because 
patients  under  the  influence  of  commencing  melancholia  or 
other  form  of  mental  disorder  frequently  read  their  Bibles 
more  than  has  hitherto  been  their  wont,  the  friends  put  this 
symptom  down  as  the  cause  of  their  malady.  I  do  not  deny 
that  as  a  result  of  revivals,  where  religious  statements  of  a 
sensational  or  exaggerated  character  are  made,  cases  do 
occasionally  occur  of  insanity  in  unstable  or  ill-balanced 
minds,  but  such  cases  are  comparatively  rare.  I  am,  more- 
over, strongly  of  opinion  that  a  proper  conception  of  religious 
truth  and  an  honest  and  consistent  effort  to  use  its  teachings 
as  our  guide  in  our  every-day  life  and  duties  give  stability 
and  strength  to  the  mental  powers  and  enable  many  to  resist 
the  effects  of  even  a  strong  inherited  tendency  to  which  they 
would  otherwise  succumb. 

As  to  the  forms  of  insanity  assumed  by  the  new  cases  there 
were  nearly  three  times  as  many  of  the  maniacal  type  as  of 
the  m^elancholic,  and  of  the  others  28  were  of  the  congenital 
or  imbecile  class,  and  32  were  general  paralytics. 

There  were  discharged  during  the  year  126  patients,  of 
whom  87  had  recovered,  26  improved  to  such  an  extent  as  to 
be  able  to  be  cared  for  by  their  relatives,  and  the  remainder 
owing  to  reasons  of  settlement  or  chargeability  were  trans- 
ferred to  other  Asylums. 

The  Deaths  of  the  year  numbered  105,  consisting  of  61 
Males  and  44  Females,  and  of  these  six  were  directly  due  to 
influenza  and  its  complications,  and  several  others  were  un- 
doubtedly hastened  by  the  weakening  effects  of  the  same 
disease.  The  death  rate  amounted  to  io'5  per  cent,  on  the 
average  numbers  resident,  which  was  about  one  per  cent, 
above  the  average  of  a  series  of  years,  but  4  per  cent,  below 
that  of  the  previous  year,  when  influenza  played  such  havoc. 
A  curious  circumstance  in  connection  with  this  disease  is 
that  upon  each  of  the  two  occasions  when  it  has  occurred  in 
an  epidemic  form  it  originated  in  the  same  Ward,  and  caused 
most  trouble  there,  and  it  has  now  again  broken  out  in  this 
Ward,  the  only  peculiarity  of  which  is  that  it  is  built  from 
North  to  South,  and  gets  little  direct  sunshine.  Consump- 
tion was  the  cause  of  death  in  22  cases,  which  give  a  per- 
centage of  nearly  21  on  the  total  deaths,  and  is  considerably 
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above  the  average  of  former  years,  and  was  no  doubt  partly 
due  to  the  lowering  effect  of  the  influenza  of  the  previous 
year.  Moreover,  I  do  not  think  we  should  lose  sight  of  the 
fact  that  this  increase  of  consumption  is  at  any  rate  coinci- 
dent with  overcrowded  Wards  however  difficult  it  may  be  to 
estimate  the  efiect  of  the  latter  as  a  cause  of  the  increase. 

The  inmates  at  the  end  of  the  year  numbered  1,017,  and 
showed  an  increase  of  no  fewer  than  47  during  the  year.  I 
think  this  fact  strongly  emphasises  the  wisdom  of  the  action 
you  have  taken  in  having  plans  prepared  for  considerable 
additions  to  Pare  Gwyllt.  For  those  who  know  nothmg 
about  the  circumstances  to  cry  out  about  expenditure  in 
carrying  out  what  you  are  both  legally  and  morally  bound  to 
do,  is  I  think  utterly  unreasonable.  Those  who  complain  of 
your  building  palaces  for  the  insane  should  visit  our  new 
Asylum  and  judge  for  themselves  as  to  the  possibility  of 
erecting  any  buildings  plainer  or  less  ornamental ;  and  as  to 
the  cost,  you  have  really  no  power  to  economise  more  than 
you  have  been  doing,  since  for  each  patient  a  certain  amount 
of  superficial  and  cubic  space  must  be  provided  and  all  the 
necessary  bath,  lavatory,  and  other  conveniences  required  for 
the  safety  and  comfort  of  the  patients,  and  without  which 
neither  the  Commissioners  in  Lunacy  nor  the  Secretary  of 
State  will  pass  your  plans.  It  must  also  be  borne  in  mind 
that  the  ideas  as  to  health,  comfort,  and  safety  now  prevalent 
are  very  different  to  what  they  were  thirty  years  ago  when  our 
old  Asylum  was  built,  and  what  would  have  satisfied  the 
demands  of  science  then  will  not  now.  For  example,  where 
inferior  absorbent  plaster  and  soft  wooden  floors  were  then 
used,  glazed  bricks  and  vitrified  tiles  are  now  considered 
essential,  and  in  the  Wards  polished  pitch  pine  secret  nailed 
floors  are  required  to  meet  hygienic  requirements.  Moreover, 
the  ideas  regarding  heating,  ventilation,  and  drainage  have 
during  the  past  twenty  years  made  great  strides  both  in  and 
out  of  Asylums,  and  whilst  involving  a  higher  initial  expendi- 
ture result  in  raising  the  average  duration  of  life  and  lessen- 
ing human  suffering. 

I  have  more  than  once  insisted  upon  the  shortsightedness 
and  folly  of  not  looking  sufficiently  to  our  future  needs,  and 
providing  adequate  accommodation  for  the  rapidly  increasing 
numbers  that  we  are  called  upon  to  take  care  of  and  treat. 
To  board  out  patients  is  exceedingly  expensive  and  very 
profitable  to  those  who  take  them  in,  as  you  may  judge  from 
a  neighbouring  Asylum  having  built  a  handsome  chapel  from 
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the  profits  of  the  Glamorgan  patients  whom  we  were  com- 
pelled to  send  away  whilst  our  new  Asylum  was  in  course  of 
erection.  At  Pare  Gwyllt  Asylum  we  have  48  men  and  36 
women  more  than  we  have  proper  accommodation  tor,  and 
although  a  block  for  104  men  is  now  being  built,  it  will  pro- 
bably be  a  year  before  it  is  finished,  by  which  time  at  the 
recent  rate  of  increase  we  will  be  able  to  fill  it  by  emptving 
our  infectious  hospital  of  chronic  cases  and  reserving'  the 
latter  for  its  proper  use.  Now  the  two  blocks  for  which 
plans  have  been  more  recently  prepared  will  take  at  the  very 
least  as  many  years  to  build  and  get  ready  for  occupation,  so 
that  it  is  of  grave  importance  that  as  little  delay  as  possible 
should  occur  in  obtaining  authority  from  the  Councils  to 
proceed.  I  have  dwelt  somewhat  fully  upon  this  matter, 
because,  although  the  above  facts  are  well  known  to  you, 
they  are  not  to  many  members  of  the  Councils,  who  I  am 
sure  only  require  to  know  exactly  5^our  position  to  enable 
them  to  give  you  their  cordial  support. 

Until  permanent  provision  can  be  made  for  men  I  have 
just  had  a  temporary  wooden  staircase  erected  giving  access 
to  four  rooms  in  connection  with  the  Stores  at  Pare  Gw341t, 
which  will  accommodate  about  thirty,  and  probably  prevent 
the  necessity  for  either  refusing  patients  from  the  Unions  or 
boarding  them  out. 

During  the  past  year  new  drying  closets  in  connection 
with  the  Angelton  Laundry  have  been  fixed,  the  old  ones 
having  become  unable  to  meet  the  wants  of  the  institution. 
A  powerful  fan  draws  fresh  air  down  a  wooden  shaft  opening 
above  the  roof  through  steam  coils  and  drives  it  into  the 
closets.  The  result  is  ver}'  satisfactory,  as  the  clothes  have 
all  the  sweetness  those  have  v/hich  are  dried  in  the  open  air. 

My  warmest  acknowledgments  are  again  due  to  my 
Medical  Colleagues,  and  also  to  all  the  other  members  of  the 
Staff  for  able  and  loyal  help. 

To  the  Committee  I  tender  the  sincere  thanks  of  ni}' 
Medical  Colleagues  and  myself  for  the  kindly  manner  in  which 
our  services  were  recently  acknowledged,  the  unanimity  of 
the  act  making  it  doubly  valuable.  It  would,  moreover,  be 
ungrateful  were  I  not  to  heartily  thank  you  for  3'our  S3aupathy 
with  me  in  my  gieat  sorrow  and  bereavement.
